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Reason(s) for Excision: 


Ten excisions to the video recording are required to remove sexual material of a 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning nature, one of which removes an incident 
that also shows sexual satisfaction derived from the infliction of pain. The material is 
characterised by a close and concentrated focus on the penetrated genitals and 
distended anuses of women participants, including one sequence where captions 
repeatedly refer to the women as ‘sluts’, and another where a woman’s vagina is 
splayed to enable the camera to get an extremely close and lingering focus. Instances 
of degrading, dehumanising and demeaning sexual conduct include the depiction of a 
man penetrating a woman’s anus with a large dildo and appearing to gain sexual 
satisfaction from the pain he is inflicting; the repeated thrusting of a penis into a 
woman’s mouth, forcing her to gag; and ejaculation followed by a prolonged focus on a 
woman’s semen-smeared face. These intense and detailed images encourage the 
viewer to see women participants as a demeaning spectacle, especially as the women 
are presented for the most part only in terms of their penetrated orifices. The 
cumulative effect of these sequences is the presentation of women as prepared to 
undergo any level of treatment in order to sexually gratify the male participants. The 
publication degrades, dehumanises and demeans the female participants to a 
significant extent and degree.
